2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 1 1, 13, 15 and 17 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art or record specifically Aoki (U.S. patent 6,650,794) fails to suggest or disclose the 
collective feature of the invention such as: a reading unit for reading the archive information of 
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the electronic tag of the document; a selecting unit for selecting archive information that is used 
as a basis for extracting a difference among the archive information read by said reading unit; 
and a differential extracting unit for extracting the difference between the image data obtained by 
said scanning unit and the image data related to the archive information selected by said 
selecting unit, wherein said writing unit writes differential image data extracted by said 
differential extracting unit as the archive information. Along with the other limitations of the 
claim renders the above claims allowable.
